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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the amendment filed 
8/1/2006 has overcome the prior art of record. The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a combination of a single input for driving both the UOP and LOP, the plurality of 
MUXs are configured to generate output signals at UOP and LOP in response to only the input 
signal such that during an input signal transition at IN, a control electrode for the UOP and the 
LOP are driven towards opposite voltage supplies so that the UOP and the LOP are never on 
simultaneously as called for in claims 1 and 7, a combination of plurality of multiplexers having 
a common input node for receiving a single input signal for driving both the UOP and LOP, 
wherein the plurality of MUXs is configured to put the UOP and LOP simultaneously in a tri- 
state condition solely during the input signal transition as called for in claims 2, 10-1 1 and 13. 
therefore, claims 1-13 and 15-16 are presently allowed.
